DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to BPAI decision rendered on 12/13/2010, 
reversing Examiner's rejections of claims 1 - 20. 

In light of the BPAI decision and thorough search of the relevant technological 
field, Examiner concluded that the claims contain allowable subject matter. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 2/1 1/201 1 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent Number 7,266,557 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's invention is directed to providing email or calendar entry data 
including attachments, image tags, and links to other items to applications other than e- 
mail and calendaring application. Reading the independent claims in view of the 
specification, claims 1 , 10, 16 and 19 require "a section that is capable of being hidden 
and capable of being visible, such that the section is either hidden or visible at any 
particular time" (page 5 of the Specification). 

However, the prior art Benninqhoff fails to show that the section can be either 
hidden or visible . Neither Grout reference nor Little reference cures the aforementioned

deficiency of Benninghoff. For these reasons, Examiner has concluded that claims 1 , 
10, 16 and 10 contain allowable subject matter that is neither anticipated nor 
unpatentable (Also see page 5 - 8 of the BPAI decision dated 1 2/1 3/201 0). 

Claims 1. 10, 16 and 19, along with their dependent claims 2 -9, 11 - 15, 17 
-18 and 20, are hereby allowed .
